WALTON’S HE1TING WHIMS. 

‘‘Vigilant,” who writes more charmingly of 
the turf than auy sporting author in England, 
never thought much of Walton as a plunger, 
because Walton knew nothing at all about 
horses, and was purely a chance follower. 
Many of them are that, bat Walton had much 
of tha blindfold trust in fortune which charac- 
terizes women bettois. As an illustration of 
the Walton method of picking winners, "Vigil- 
ant” relates this incident: 

"In most that he did he was ridden by the 
most ruthless superstition. Twelve or thirteen 
years ago I walked along the High street of 
Newmarket toward the breezy heath with him. 
It was early in the morning, long before break- 
fast time, and hb we breasted the little hill on 
which Lancaster’s house, Black Bear, stands, 
Walton espied out in the middle of the road a 
solitary old playing card. It was lying face 
downward when he caught sight of it, but he 
picked it up, ‘flicked the dirt from it aud put it 
in his pocket. It was the seven of hearts. 

"This is a dead straight tip” he said to me, 
"and I shall play whatever is No. 7 on the card j 
in the big race today. It’s a sure thing, I tell j 
you.” j 



"The big race today is the Jockey Club Cup,” 
I said, "and it’s as good as a walk over for Cor- 
rie Boy, who will more likely figure as No. 1 or 
No. 2 on the card than No. 7.” 

"I don't give a damn for that,” answered 
Walton, with a drawl; “you play No. 7; d’ye 
hear?” 

“In something over an hour the race cards 
were out, and being hawked in the town. 
Corrie Roy was at the head of the race, No. 1, 
and No. 7 was Mons. Lefebre’s old horse, Ladis- 
las. On every fragment of form it was long 
odds on the Duchess of Montrose’s beautiful 
mare. I felt ‘sorter sorry like’ for the plunger, 
but no argument was any sort of use with him. 

"That afternoon, as soon as the numbers went 
up, Waltou started plunging on Ladislas. Cor- 
rie Roy was a hot favorite, and though the 
Yank piled the stuff on the other it hardly af- 
fected the betting. At last the flag fell. Wood 
on Corrie Roy came along in the most confident 
style. Tod Sloan himself could not have done 
it any better. 

"Iu action this mare was a perfect picture, 
and formed a striking contrast to Ladislas, who 
was struggling along by the side of her. Poor 
George Fordham was ridiog the horse, and a 
greater ‘kidder’ never got into the saddle. 

As they came to the distance, Wood, riding 
comfortably and smiling at the horse aud rider, 
he fully thought he could leave them standing 
still whenever he wanted to. Fordhsm grim- 
aced and seemed to be flogging and spurring 
his horse for all he was worth. 

“In reality he had hardly touched him. Nor 
did he until within six or seven lengths of the 
wiuniug post. Then he set to riding old Ladis- 
las in dead earnest. Wood tumbled to the fact 
that he had been ‘spoofed,’ but it was too late, 
and by the time lie could gat the mare into her 
full stride the post had been passed, aud Lad- 
islas had won by a short head. 

Waltou won a pile of monsy — a regular 
‘parcel.’ Presumably he held that backing 
winners ‘by the card’ only went once at a meet- 
ing, for I didn’t hear of bis taking a similar tip 
during the remainder ot the week. And it 
wasn’t for lack of playing cards, for I alone, 
forsooth, flung three whole packs over the 
garden of the cottage at which he lodged that 
self same night.”

Clem 
Creveling will officiate as auctioneer at both 
sales.

The Chicago racing firm of Bromley &. Co. did 



not buy aB many yearlings at this season’s sales 
as they did last year, but the five they pur- 
chased were of the extremely costly order. The 
full brother to the famous Henry of Navarre 
cost them $6,600, and if be emulates the deeds of 
that grand horse he will prove a great bargain 
Brothers and sisters to truly great racers always 
do bring great sums, but the records thow the 
great majority of them to have been costly 
failures. There have been exceptions, however, 
and it is to be hoped this son of Moss Rose will 
prove to be a gem of the highest order. The 
Hoodoo filly is a full sister to their crack two- 
year-old Mesmerist and to Barney Schieiber s 
flying filly Jinks. The other three youngsters 
are from ycuDg broodmares, and have been de- 
scribed as strikingly handsome specimens. The 
colt from the yonng Longfellow mare. Lady 
Useful, is said to be a remarkably well shaped 
young horse, probably not excelled in perfection 
of conformation by any brought to the auc- 
tioneer’s block this year.

Manager McEvoy has arranged to build a spe- 
cial grandstand at Hawthorne for the jockeys 
and tbeir valets. The stand will be erected 
over the Secretary’s office and will be connected 
with the jockey room by a stairway over the 
entrance to the paddock. This is to prevent 
the jockeys from going out into the paddock. 
When any attendant leaves the jockey head- 
quarters he must wear a green cap to be pro- 
vided by the association. Suspended jockeys 
and jccke.vs who have no mounts during the 
day will uot be admitted to the scalesroom. 

The Prince of Wale3 as a horse breeder is a 
distinct success. Last month he sold at Wol- 
verton sixty-nine horses, which realized $58,005, 
or about $840 each. Among the Prince’s custom- 
ers were Sir Thomas Lipton, who bought a bay 
mare, Fille du Regiment, for $3 250; Sir E. Vin- 
cent, who gave $4,625 for a handsome chestnut, 
Coup de Grace; Lord Iveagh, who paid $5,250 
for Victor; while the Duke of Marlbirough 
gave $280 for Lady Belle. The Prince enter- 
tained bis customers at luncheon. 

Jim Murphy trained the Haggiu stable in 
1886 aud Ben TimmoDS went east as foreman: 

"We had one of the strongest stables that 
ever left California,” said Timmons, while dis- 
cussing the campaign. "In the string were 
Tyrant, Hidalgo, Ben Ali, Ban Fox, Firenzi and 
King Fox. If Ben Ali had not gone wrong we 
would have wen every Derby, bnt|as it was, Ben 
Ali captnred the Lonisville and St. Lonis Der- 
bys. while Ban Fox tnnexed the Coney Island 
Derby. Ben Ali could uot have lost the Ameri- 
can Derby, as a very ordinary lot contested in 
1886. Tyrant and Hidalgo were both|fair handi- 
cap horses, but the star of the stable was King 
Fox. He was about the grandest 2-year-old that 
I ever saw, aud would undoubtedly have devel- 
oped into the king of the turf. He was a phe- 
nomenal weight-packer. King Fox was beaten 
only once, and then by Kingston at Long Branch. 
He died from blood poisoning while a 2-year-old. 
He weighed 1,050 pounds, which explains why 
he conld handle so much weight. Firenzi was 
only a fair 2-year-old. She did not attract any 
especial attention until she was sent over a 
distance of ground, when she showed to be a 
wonder.” — St. Louis Republic. 



THE CLOIE AT HARLEM. 

Saturday furnished a fine afternoon for rac- 
ing and a big half-holiday crowd of about 7.500 
front to Harlem to bid that track good-bye 
for a fortnight. It was Harlem’s last day of 
its second two-weeks term, end Secretary Nath- 
anson offered a grand card, consequently the 
tine attendance. 

An owners’ handicap at eight and a half fnr- 
loDgs and a selling race at two miles were the 
principle features. Besides these attractions 
there was a well-balanced mile and a quarter 
race aud another, a three-quarter dash, that 
brought together the best sprinters at the 
track. 

The field was small in the owners’ handicap, 
ODly three, John Baker, Tenby and Monk Way- 
man going to the post. All were well backed, 
but Tenby closed an odds-on favorite at 9 to 10. 
He ran his race, and a good one, too, but John 
Baker did better, and, leading from flag-fall to 
finish, the son of Seguin — Lula Baker wou 
handsomely by a length and a half. 

When the horses went to the post for the two 
miie race every seat in the grandstand was 
occupied and a big crowd filled the center field. 
The betting ring was deserted. This goes to 
show how popular long distance races Bre and 
this particular one furnished au excellent con- 
test to look at. Starter Dwyer sent the field 
away at the first attempt to a beautiful start 
and the first time around the field passed the 
stand well bunched. It was truly a stirring 
contest, aDd when the horses swept past the 
stand, each one fightiog for its head and 
the riders on the lookout for au open- 
ing where they could better their positions 
or save ground the crowd sent up a series of 
cheers that seemed to put new life in the boys 
and horses. At any rate, after the first mile, 
the pace began to quicken and down the back- 
stretch first Sunburst and then Mr. Easton fell 
back beaten. On the far turn Barton and Ban- 
quo II. moved up rapidly and the cry went up, 
"Teutons is beaten!” but Knight, who rode the 
Barrett celt, had something up hie sleeve and 
when well straightened away for home parted 
company with the others and won very 
cleverly by about a length. Banqno II. and 
Barton fought it out hard for the place, the 
former winning by a half length. 

There was a lot of speed in the six-fnrlong 
sprint and it furnished by far the best bettiag 
race of the day. Old Meddler was the favorite 
and opening at 2 to 1 was bscked down to 9 to 
5. He won and wou off by himself aud inci- 
dentally won a few more new friends for him- 
self. He did not get a running start either, but 
stopped into a deep hole and stnmbled shortly 
after the start, but this cut no figure. He 
smothered his field for speed in the first five 
furlongs and loafed the final eighth. 

Sam Wagner and others from Dayton. Ohio, 
made a “killing” on tbs mile and a quarter 
race. They backed Mayme M. M. from 20 to I 
down to 8 to 1 and the filly won handsomely 
from Uarda, who was miserably ridden by 
Rutter. 

“Umbrella” McGuigan, who has not been 
right since, the flcod, let his, or rather, hie 
daughter Ethel's filly, Unsightly, run loose in 
the first race. Unsightly was 8 to 1 in the bet- 
ting and won like a lady for her fair owner. 

The sport closed with a mile race under sell 
ing conditions, aud Sidney Bender’s filly Fre® 
Hand, desperately ridden by T. Knight, wo» 
after a hard drive from Newsgatherer and Eg- 
bar't. 

By winning on Free Hand, Knight made it 
lour victories to his credit during the after- 
noon. This is a most promising light weight 
and is iu good hands.
